W. F. Kerr Leaves to Make Ex-

REGINA, Aug 3.—At an emergency 
Meeting of the Saskatchewan pro- 


. Vincial Red Cross executive this after- 


noon, Sir-Richard Lake presiding, an 
offer was received from the Saskatche- 
wan government to donate $20,00 
to the society if it would assume full 
responsibility for, and direct the ad- 
ministrative work of, re-establishing 
as far as possible the farmers who 
suffered loss of homes, farm equip- 
ment, and in some cases all their 
earthly posse’sions through the cy- 
clone which swept portions of the 
Alameda, Frobisher. Lampman and 
other districts in the southeastern part 
of the province July 22. The Red 
Cross, whose peace-time program in- 
cludes provision for the mitigation of 
euffering, unanimously accepted the 
responsibility and the government's 
offer and voted a second $20,00 from 
Red Cross funds to supplement the 
gsovernment grant should such aidit- 
ional sum. or any portion of it be re- 
quired. 

W. F. Kerr, the recently appointed 
Red Cross commissioner for Saskat- 
chewan, will leave immediately for the 
stricken districts to inake a closer and 
more detailed survey of the losses sus- 
tained and the present condition of the 
sufferers. He will exercise full execu- 
tive powers for the Red Cross right 
on the ground, and will take immed- 
jate steps to replace farm machinery 
destroyed in order that there may be 
no further loss in harvesting this 
season's crops and also to obviate any 
unnecessary delay in beginning 
work of re-building homes destroyed 
with a view to having them ready for 
occupation before cold weather sets in.

Shipbuilding company of §his eity, 
whieh recently announced the sus- 
pension of operations, has, on the ad- 
vica of A, C, McMaster, counsel for 
a number of creditors, made as- 
signment for the benefit of creditors 
under the new Brankruptcy act. 
Hight hundred employees of the plant 
who received no pay for two weeks 
previous to the shut-down are first 
creditors, to the extent of 675,000. 

These employees gathered at the 
plant Tuesday morning and were ad- 
dressed by Mr. McMaster, who assur- 
ed them that their claims would be 
the first charge on tha plant. The 
total amount of abilities could not 
be ascertained, but it is expected that 
the eventual settlement will show a 
surplus of assets over Ilab‘lities, 

A. C. McMaster, solicitor for a num- 
ber of credtiors of the Dominion Ship- 
Luflding company, of this city, said 
tenieht that the eempany’s plant 
must remain closed until funds can 
be had from New York where the 


principal stocknolders and directors 
are located, The money necessary to 
keop the concern going cannot be 


raised here,

WELFARE CLINICS 


‘What would appear to be a very 
desirable institution is the child wel- 
fare clinic that has juet been establish- 
ed in the city by the provincial board 
of health, and ¢or which the city has 
just. been presented ‘with a request fo 


find quarters and also to meet the rent 
of premises in whieh ig has been tem- 
poraritly installed. 

In the communication to the city, 
which the city commissioners have 
referred to council for considération, 
it is stated that provision was made in 
the provincial estimates this yéar for 
the establishment of such child wel- 
fare clinics in the cities of the pro- 
vince, the scheme being that the cities 
should provide accommodation and the 
department the necessary equipment, 
and to pay the ealaries of the nurses 
in charge. 

‘At Edmonton temporary accommo- 
dation has been found in the ‘William- 
son block at a reasonable rent, and 
the city is asked to pay the rent and 
to find other accommodation as the 
work grows. 

The object of the clinic is to guard 
the heaith of the children from in- 
fancy to school age. To instruct 
mothers how to feed children, the 


nurees ‘will visit the homes and teach’ 


women how to (prepare tgode 

By means of the clinic it is propos- 
ed to give children of pre-school age 
the same supervision as that recetved 
by public school children from a 
health point of view.

There are about one 
hundred children of schoo] age in 
this settlement, and in order to ac- 
commodate them all, and give facil- 
ities for proper methods of education, 
another room is béing added to the 
echool that 1s already in exister.ce 
there and this will double the present 
accommodation.

Along 
with the twenty or so twhich were al- 
ready operating in the province be- 
fore this policy was put into effect 
there will be about seventy of these 
two room schools in the province by 
the end of the year, ‘They are, ac- 
cording to the minister of education, 
pretty well distributed throughout the 
province. 

Joe (Morgan, superintendent of 
schools among the new Canadians has 
been doing energetic work this year, 
in bringing the two room school policy 
into effect among many of his schools 
where there ‘was congestion, He 
finds that a centre of this kind, where 
there are a couple of teachers in re- 
sidence at the school, there is oppor- 
tunity for night school work, teaching 
of home economics and other advan- 
tages that materially assist in mould- 
ing the New Canadian.

Some further light on the shooting 
accident near Mountain 
hourly expected accor:

way Commissioners will not only ask 
for the required thirty per cet in- 
crease on @eneral railway tariffs but 
will also urge that the board, for the 
current year, authorize euch addition- 
al rates as will ensure the companies 
sufficient revenue to meet all in- 
creases On account of wages or mater- 
ials properly chargeable to operating 
expenses of that year, They will 
also ask that adequate increases be 
made to meet the outlay for the in- 
creased cost of labor as to correspond 
with the increase recommended in the 
United States and since applicable to 
Canada, which the Canadian railway 
cost them an 
additional $60,000,000 per annum, 

The following is the text of the 
Railway Association's (plea to the 
Board of (Railway Commissioners, as 
received fby the Edmonton (Board of 
Trade, The first clause deals with 
the application of the railway com- 
panies for its original request for a 
thirty per cent increase and states: 

“It was set out that the increase in 
rates sought by that application was 
based entirely on present cost and did 
not take into consideration any  in- 
crease in wares or costs which might 
occur thereafter, 

“Accordingly, we desire to take the 


earliest opportunity to draw the 
board's attention formally to the 
award of the United States Labor 


Board, which provides for a large in- 
crease in wages to ibe paid to all

companies for the application to their 
employees of the same scale of ad- 
vances, to take effect as from [May 
18te last.

FLIES ‘ 

The house fly (Musca domestica) 
which represents over ninety per cent 
of those found indoors, deposits prob- 
ably one hundred and fifty eggs at a 
time. Only ten orinwwelve days elapse 
between the dropping of the eggs and 
the appearance® of the full-erowyg in- 
sects. The females of the new brood 
in turn begin to lay their eggs in a 
few days after birth. 

The development of the fly is stmi- 
lar to that of the momquito. First the 
egms are deposited, within twenty-four 


| hours these are hatched and the lar-

vae appear; after a further period of 
five to elx days the latter pass to the 
pupal stage, and from this to the full- 
grown fty_in three to six days. 

The larvae are ‘well knawn ae “mag- 
gots,” and are about one-fourth of an 
inch long. They are white crawling 
bodies, having the appearance of cat- 
erpillars. ‘They are commonly found 
during the warm weather upon almost 
an§ manure heap, dead antmal or 
other decomposing substance,

any kind of filth. Carelessness re- 
garding manure heaps, garbage and 
any other forms of decomposing mat- 
ter is responsible for the constant an- 
noyance of flies

i Beginnings of English 
History Are at Chester 
¢ ep 


Few cities in England retain 80 
distinct a flavor of mediveval times 
as “Rare Olde Chester,” on the River 
Dee. Winchester is hoary with age— 
so are Gloucester, Canterbury, Coven- 
try and countless other places in the 
kingdom, writes Katherine Shepherd 
Smith in “The Springfield Republi- 


nm ‘ 

But should one dirembark at Liver- 
pool with a mind intent upon etudying 
English lands, people—and, above all, 
Enghksh history—Chester, sixteen miles 
distant, would be an ideal place in 
which to set out upon euch & pilgrim- 
age. 

There, more easily than almost 
anywhere elseone can trace the very 
beginnings of England. Chester's 
ancient walle still surround the site 
of the Roman’ deva, or Devana Castra 
(camp of the Dee.) The Anglo-Saxons 
call it Ceaster. 

A Phantom City of the Past. 

Tne Romans, whose occupancy laste 
ed four centuries, selected this high, 
picturesque spot overlooking the river 
and the mountains of North Wales, 
for the station of their famous 20th 
Legion. 

Excavating ¢ 


he rock to a depth of 


four to ten feet, upon which to found | 


the camp, they built round-about their 
defensive walls. 

The Roman camp was in the form 
of a parallelogram and Chester follow- 
ed the same lines in the original 
streets of the city. The four princi- 
pal thoroughfares now cross at right 
angles the, rocky "Roman oblong. 

After the Ronmns there came, in 
turn, the Welsh, Saxons, Danes and 
Norma@hs. Chester was not taken by 
Wiliam the Conquefor until 1070. 

In viewing, the city walla claim 
one’s first attention. The present resi- 
dents seem to live In a phantom city 
of the past, and almost to be @ part 
of that medieval period in which they 
are so. well versed. They tell you, 
apologetically, that only on three of 
their four sides do the wails follow the 
exact lines of those bullt by the Ro- 
mans, and that they are not of earlier 
date than the fourteenth century . 

But a stroll of two miles upon these 
great arms of masonry, which have 
encircled the city for seven hundred 
years, should satisfy the most exacting 
antiquarian. 

As one tmaverses this now peaceful 
promenade, frequent reminders of a 
turbluent past are encountered. Tho 
most impressive of these—perhaps 
because the most tangible—is_ the 
Peontx, or King Charles tower, bear- 
ing an inscription recording that from 
this tower King Charles I, in 1645, 
viewed the Battle of Rowton Moor, 
and a local chronicler relates how the 
king “witnessed with growing morti- 
fication and despair the defeat of hie 
army and the overthrow. of his last 
field force.” 

Besidés the King Charies tower, 
others bordertn gthe parapet of the 
old walls are the Bonwaidesthorne 
and the water tower; then there are 
those known @s Morgan's Mount and 
'Pemberton's Parlor. 

Historic Watch Towers 

During all the assaults made upon 
Chester these and other watch towers, 
long. since dismantled, were vantage 
points for the guardians of the old 
city, who, when scanning the valley of 
the Dee and the mountain passes of 
nearby Wales, gace little heed, wa can 
believe, to e beauty of the panor- 
ama spread out before them, which 
today claims the attention and delight 
of every beholder. 

Bonwaldesthorne, clothed with vines 
and reached by the greenery of eway- 
ing tree tops ,is by far the moet pictur- 
eaque of towers. 

Chester Castle is rather disappoint- 
ing, but much as one wants a castle 
tp be up to the mark, everything else 
in Chester is so eatisfying that thie one 
‘fly in the ointment” should be over- 
looked. 

The only remaining relic of the 
Norman period, during which time 
the castle was built, is the Julius 
Caesar Tower, a square keep, which 
having been incased in red sandstone, 
has now no adequate appearance of 
age. 

Chester Cathedral 

Chester Cathedral, like many othere 
in England ie interesting, both in it- 
self and for its history. Since the 
time of the Roman deva the ground 
upon which it etands has been occu- 
pled by a Christian church. 

Hugh Lupas, with ths aid of Nor- 
man monks, established here a Bene- 
d@tctine monastery—one gf those early 
renters not alone of ratigion, bdt of 
learning, also. 

In 154, after the dissolution of the 
monasteries by Henry VIII, the abbey 
chnreh became the Cathedral of Ches- 
ter, and remains of Norman censiruc- 
tion, dating back to 1093, are incor- 
porated in the cathedral ut most of 
itdates from the twelftn to the six- 
teenth century.

Unusual Incident Is. Brought ~-to 
Notice of Commissioners by 
Architect 


How did the passing street car start 
a fire in the basement of the Parlia- 
ment buildings? Impossible, com- 
ments someone. 

Just wait and hear the atory told 
to the cdty commissioners by Pro- 
vincial Architect R. P. Byakey. 

Recently a street car was paging 
under the bridge on 97th (Saskatche- 
wan ave.), at 107th street, when the 
trolley pole came off. It was replac- 
ed and the street car went on its way. 

Seme short time after .employees 
in the esub-basement of the Parliament 
butidings discovered that a quantity 
of excelsior in which were packed 
electric light gtobes, waa on fire, and 
{t was promptly extinguished. 

Examination for the cause led to 
thé discovery that a wire hanging 
from an electric wire conduit had 
been fused, and apparently dropped 
white hot into the excelsior, setting 
it on fire. > . 

This conduit contained the wire for 
the fire alarm system in tho buildings 
and subsequent search revealed the 
fact that it must be found at some 
point outside the building. Excava- 
tion in the roadway showed that 


| where the conduit touched the bridge, 
| both conduit and wire had been burn- 


ed away. 

“Therefore,” says Mr. Blakey, “it 
is established beyond a doubt that the 
street car tfolley in slipping off the 
wires came in contact with the steel 
work of the bridge, short-circuiting a 
high voltage current through the fire 
g@larm conduit to the wire hangers in 


the vauit.” 

Thus the fire! The*whole busiieus 
may be a little more intelligible © .0 
electricians than to the generai pub- 
lic, but anyway, it gives the idea how 
these things happen. ' 

Mr. Blakey suggests that some pro- 
tection be now placed vetween he 
trolley wire and the bridge, and the 
commissioners are going into the mat- 
ter.

Aerial Prophecies. 


When Lieut. Locklear swung 
from one plane to another in mid-| 
air during exhibition week hun-| 
dreds of people turned aside with 
a sight of relief after each . per- 
formance to remark, ‘‘He won’t 
keep. that up long without getting 
killed.’’ Possibly two-thirds of the 
crowds who saw the aerial 
.“stants’’ fully expected to see the 
daring aviator meet his end before 
their eyes. ‘‘If I thought I would 
lose my life at this game I’d quit 
right now,’’ was_ the lieutenant’s 
rejoinder to those who asked for 
his private opinion concerning the 
safety in such acrobatic perform- 
ances in the air, 

Tuesday morning’s headlines an- 
nounce that Locklear is dead; 
killed with Lieut. Elliott in a crash 
of their plane at Los Angeles while 
carrying out a night manoeuvre 
for the ‘‘movies.’’ The end came 
more speedily than many expected 
and serves to remind us that fly- 
ing still holds a very considerable 
element of danger. It remains to 
be seen whether or not the ‘‘stunt’’ 
exhibitions of Lockyear have been 
valuable to the new science of 
aeronautics. For the most part, 
according to dispatches, the major 
portion of fatal mishaps in the”air 
nowadays are attributable to at- 
tempted gymnastics with the ma- 
chines in the air. Very few deaths 
appear to result from straight 
away flying in modern planes. At 
any rate Locklear takes a place 
with the host of intrepid aviators 
who have freely and gallantly 
risked their lives, and lost them in 
the majority of cases, for the bene- 
fit and instruction of a generation 
still largely dazed by this new me- 
dium of transportation which for 
ages has been regarded as beyond 
the realm of hyman possibility. 
Locklear while here voiced a 
prophecy which he then expected 
to see fulfilled—that of commer- 
cial changing of passengers and 
cargoes from planes in mid-air. 
Since mere mechanical advance- 
ment nowadays seem practically 
unlimited this prophecy cannot be 
dismissed as purely a fantasy. The 
fact remains, however, that the 
airplane will only reach the height 
of its effectiveness when it has be- 
come a factor in every day trans- 
portation. To nations wholly un- 
acquainted with the practical side 
of modern flying onr aviators have 
returned from the war bringing 
machines that amaze us with their 
capability and perfection. Flying 
is still a great adventure for the 
rank and file. It holds strange 
thrills and allurements but withal 
still bewilders and intimidates the 
imagination, The machines for a 


flying age are at hand but the pub- 
lic mind has not yet evolved to 
that stage where planes can be 
accepted as simply automobiles of 
the air and used and-abused ac- 
cordingly.

made a steep advance in price 
Tuesday, as a result of increas- 
ed speculative buying, stimu- 
lated by European war talk. 
In a little more than a single 
hour an -+extreme upward 
swing of 15 cents a bushel had 
taken place, March delivery 
touching $2.30, as against 
#2.15 at Monday’s finish. 

Later, the market jumped 
still higher: and before mid- 
day had scored 16% cents 
gain, December delivery 
reaching a top level of $2.29%4, 
compared with $2.131%4 at Mon 
day's close, Then a set-back 
of more than six cents ensued. 

Something like old-time 
spirit was shown in the pit, 
with transactions at a much 
livelier rate than has been the 
Tule since business in future 
deliveries was resumed. The 
number of brokers participat- 
ing, however, was yet num- 
bered only in dozens and not 
in hundreds; 

The most significant bullish 
factor, as viewed in some quar- 
ters, was a statement that the 
British Royal commission was 
asking exporters to offer 
wheat in any position possible. 

The market bounded upward 
again at the last, and closed 
nervous at virtually the top- 
most price of the day, with 
March at 2321-2, a net ad- 
vance of 171% cents. a bushel 
during Tuesday's session. De- 
eember climbed to $2.30, but 
finished at $2.29, an almost 
sheer ascent of 1514 cents.
